A Movement to Organize a Gymnasium
Mooting With SucceB».

The prospect of Roanoke baring a
first-class athletic club is at present
very flattering. Since the first meeting
which was held on March 13, tho gen¬
tlemen who are interested in tho move¬
ment have been actively at work and
have socured a large number of sub
scribcrs. It has beon decided to
divide the membership into two classes,
to be known as active contrib¬
uting and honorary mombors. The
initiation fee for active membershipis S5, with monthly dues, and that of
'honorary mombership S10. Tho honor¬
ary membors are entitled to all tho
privileges of the club for one year.

It Is the intention of the promoters
of tho schome to provide a first-class
gymnasium for tho benefit of the mem¬
bers and to do all In their power to
promote tho different branchos of
"athletic sport. They expect to be able
to send several of their athletes to the
different athletic club games in the
Atlantic division of the Amateur
Athletic nion, and there is no doubt
that tho athletes they send away to
compete will not only give a good ac¬
count of themselves, but their perform¬
ances will bo a credit to both tboulub
they represent and the city of Roanoko.
The club hopes to be able to givo

athletic games both this spring and
next fall, open to all amateurs in tho
city. The spring games will probablybe given on May 30, and will include
running, jumping, hurdlo racing, pole
vaulting, putting thethot, throwing the
hammer, etc.

It ii expected that this club wtll meet
with the success that a first-class or¬
ganization of its kind deserves, and
there is no doubt that the generous-
hearted people of this aity will aid this
very worthy enterprise. Already
several of Roanoko's most prominent
citizens have put their names down for
various amounts. This list contains
such well-known names as P. L. Torry,
H/W. Trout and Joä.
